WILL NOT BE OVER 200 


South Dayton, Ohio, March 28.—Day- 
ton’s loss of life probably will not ex- 
ceed 200. This estimete ia based upon 
a personal canvass of almost a hun- 
dred of Dayton’s leading citizens, men 
of unquestionable judgment and re- 
liability who have been engaged in re- 
lief and rescue work in every section 
of the city ever since the rising waters 
invaded the business section. 

The property loss, purely tangible 
and real, will probably exceed $50,- 
000,000. This includes, damage to real 
estate and public works in those parts 
of the city where these forms of 
propertv are most valuable; to auto- 
mobile stores in two leading garages 
and other personal property, much of 
which was owned by the more prosper- 
ous residents; to manufacturing, mer- 
cantile and jewelers’ stocks, which 
were swept away; public utility plants 
and equipment, and it includes also 
the cost of rebuilding miles of asphalt 
streets and walks which were literally 
ripped from their beds.

Washington, March 28.—(Special.)—Atlan- 
ta’s pre-eminence as a jobbing and distribut- 
ing center is seriously threatened by the 
cases now pending before the interstate com- 
merce commission involving the long-and- 
short-haul clause of the commerce act.

SPHINX? 


Near the great Pyramids of Egypt stands 
the Sphinx, which is only second in interest 
to great piles and many 
travelers find it even more for. it 
just as wonderful in its conception and con- 
struction, and there is just as much mystery 
attached to its building. The Sphinx is 
hewn out of the natural rock, and where 
this material has failed it has been molded 
into the shape of a recumbent lion with the 
head of a man.. But by whom? 

The face of the Sphinx was deplorably

He says: “This 
face is very pleasing, and is of a graceful 
and beautiful type; one might almost say 
that it smiles winningly.” An older writer, 
however, says the nose was mutilated in his 
time, and, as it is now destroved, 
the face somewhat represents African 
type, though the mouth stil] smiling 
appearance. 

The face looks out due eastward from the 
Pyramid field over the Nile valley, and ac- 
cording to the inscriptions of the eighteenth 
dynasty in the between the paws, it 
represented the Harmachis.

The Trouble. 

A thorough examination into the condition 
of the city, I think, will convince any one, 
regardless of his prejudices, that the trouble 
with the city of Atlanta at this time is not so 
much in the government as it is in the lack 
of funds to do the necessary work. The city 
of Atlanta is experiencing the same trouble 
that very many of the western cities have 
experienced on account of their rapid growth, 
the population growing much more rapidly 
than the income. As you are aware, the area 
of the city has been doubled in the last three 
years, entailing a very great amount of work 
on the construction department, and while it 
is true that the area has been so largely in- 
creased, the appropriations have not been 
made proportionate to this increase, and 
without means, it is absolutely impossible 
for any one, regardless of whether he repre- 
sents a government by council or a govern- 
ment by commission, to keep up these streets 
without an appropriation commensurate with 
the cost of the work. 

As to the merits of these two forms of
